The franchises of 
nearly all the street 
car lines in Detroit 
have expired. The 
city refuses to renew 
cny of them. Last 
August Mayor Marx 
cad his advisers de- 
cided that 5 cents 
wag too much to pay 
for a street car ride. 
He introduced an ordinance declaring 8 
cents the legal fare on and after Aug. 7, 
with universal transfers. The street car 
company announced that it would stop 
running its cars rather than accept 3 cent 
fares. 

The day approached when the order 
would go into effect. Apparently the street 
car company held the winning hand. If 
its cars stopped, the 600,000 people of De- 
troit would be obliged to walk. 

The mayor called into conference sev- 
eral rep tatives of the new type of 
plutoerat whi uit has dereloped— 
the motor millionaire. Perhaps because 
the automobile is itself such a radical in- 
novation the motor millionaire seems to be 
most often a radical progressive.

Henry Ford scratched his head. It 
would hurry him a little, but, by stopping all 
shipments, he could have 2,000 automo- 
biles ready to take the place of street 
cars by Aug. 7. There were other offers.

On Aug. 3 it submitted a counter propo- 
sition. It would sell seven tickets for a 
quarter, with universal tiansfers. It 
would pave ill the streets on which its 
tracks are laid. It would pay a lot of 
back taxes. It would build some desired 
extensions without any franchise. Alto- 
gether, it adopted a most humble and 
chastened attitude. 

This proposition the city authorities ac- 
cepted temporarily, while they prepared 
for the next move.

OWENS, HOWEVER, EXTENDS POWERS 


There was an entirely fresh rumor out 
yesterday among politicians as to what the 
Illincis Supreme court will determine as to 
the constitutionality of the woman suffrage 
act. 

Somebody got the idea that the justices 
will knock out not only the latest act, con- 
ferring the right to vote for all statutory 
offices upon women, but will go “ behind the 
returns and reverse earlier decisions which 
upheld the right of women to vote for school 
officers and for trustees of the University of 
Illinois, a privilege possessed since the early 
nine ties. 


Would Wipe Out All Votes. 

The effect of such a decision would be to 

wipe out all vestiges of woman suffrage in 

Iilinoils and compel a constitutional amend- 

ment before women could have any quali- 
fications as electors or as election officials, 

The June term of the Supreme court is now

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in session at Springfleld. Close observers 
believe the court's decision on the suffrage 
question will be handed down at the oleae of 
the term, or about June 18 or 19. 

The source of the hunch' outlined was not 
discloged, It received considerable credence 
in some quarters, 


Others Say Women Will Win. 

In other quarters the rumor was discred- 
ited. Several experienced politicians held 
the belief that the opinion, when made, will 
uphold the constitutionality of the 1018 act, 
especially so far as the right to vote for 
statutory officers is concerned, and probably 
as to the right to vote on public policy and 
other questions, such as the local option 
igsue. 

The theory behind the “knockout” ex- 
pectation is that the court by a majority vote 
expects to hold the 1018 act unconstitutional 
and that this is impossible so long as the 
alder decisions which permitted women to 
vote for school trustees, members of boards 
f education, and university trustees remain 
in foree. The idea is that the constitution of 
1870, as a whole, contemplated only full man 
suffrage, and that if the 1918 act must go, 
everything else must go with it. 


Owens Broadens Woman Rights. 
While these speculations were skipping 
through Chicago, County Judge John E. 
Owens was entering an order broadening, if 
anything, the rights of women in Chicago 
and Cicero under the 1913 statute. 

Judge Owens made a formal order that 
women voters have the right under the pri- 
mary act to sign petitions for candidates 
for state central committeemen, senatorial 
committeemen, and forward committeemen 
in the Cook county territory within the juris- 


diction of the Chicago board of election com- 
missioners, 


Basis of Ruling. 

Judge Owens ruled these committeemen are 
party functionaries.and created to carry out 
the will of the party voters, and that women 
are members of the political Party with 

which they are affiliated 

Judge Owens directed that the board of 
election commissioners take the necessary 
steps to have his order enforced, and that 
women be recognized officially as possessed 
of equal qualification with men in all party 
matters. 

Under the Owens order, as construed by in- 
terested women, Women will have the right to 
be elected as state, senatorial, or Ward com- 
mitteemen at the September primaries. 


No Surprise to Politicians. 

Republican and Democratic politicians did 
not express any surprise at the action of 
Judge Owens. As a question of political pro- 
cedure both of the older partlea have contem- 
plated the full participation of women in the 
election of the party organizations. The 
Progressives, who became a primary party in 
September, have recognised women on an 
equality with men in all the provisional! pro- 
ceedings of the party. 

It was pointed out that the board of elec- 
tion commissioners is not the filing place for 
petitions, inasmuch as state, congressional, 
and legislative petitions are filed with the 
secretary of state, county petitions with the 
county clerk, and Municipal court petitions 
with the city clerk, so that a formidable legal 
point would be involved should any or all 
such officials refuse to recognize the validity 
of signatures of women, despite the order of 
Judge Owens. 

It is realized on all sides that the Supreme 
court decision, which would settle all points 
at difference, may be handed down before the 
first day for filing petitions on July 11.

There are not a few rigns, indeed, that the 
exasperated men are burning fora chance to 
give the punishment that the law refuses.

Demands Parliament Action. 

The Daily Express in a leading editorial 
this morning demands that parliament take 
up the matter at ite reassembling next week 
and that a short act be passed prescribing 
penal servitude with full rigor and ignoring 
women's hungering nonsense, or deportation. 

The Express contends that inaction soon 
will have the country on the verge of a ter- 
rible outbreak leading to war, in which inno- 
cent women will suffer far more than the 
militants. 

At a meeting presided over by Sylvia Pank- 
hurst at Limehouse last night the suffragists 
resolved to tend a deputation to see Premier 
Asquith at the house of commons on June 10. 
Miss Pankhurst said that if she and her fol- 
lowers were stopped en route they must 
struggle through somehow. If she were ar- 
rested, she said. and sent to jail and then 
released she would lie on the steps of the 
house of commons instead of getting nursed 
back to health. There, she said, she would 
refuse food and water until Mr. Asquith re- 
ceived the deputation. 


Watch Mrs. Pankhurst’s Moves. . 

According to the Daily Mail, Mrs, Pank- 
hurst is staying at a house in Grosvenor 
place, overlooking the grounds of Bucking- 
ham place. This report has caused the 
police much worry, and they are watching 
the house night and day. An automobile is 
kept near by to whisk Mrs. Pankhurst back 
to Holloway jall if she emerges from the 
house. 

The police in the palace grounds have 
been imereased. King George has discon- 
tinued his morning ride in Hyde Park for 
fear of some militant interruption. 

The Daily Mall says, further, tha: the 
police have been informed of a suffragist 
plan against King George's second son, 
Prince Henry, who is now at Eton college.

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SPAIN RESENTS 
COLONELS VISIT 


People Said to Be Incensed, 
Despite King’s Desire for 
Hearty Welcome. 


LEADING PAPER BITTER.

MADRID, June 3.—While the Spanish 
authorities, from King Alfonso down, are 
making strenuous efforts to assure Col, 
Roosevelt a hearty welcome when he ar- 
rives in this country for the wedding of 
his son, Kermit, there is a deep feeling 
among the Spanish people that the Mat is 
inopportune and untactful. 

How deep this feeling lies is shown by 
an anti-Roosevelt editorial printed today 
in El Imparcial, the most influential and 
widely read paper in Spain. 

Recalls Part in Spanish War. 

El Imparcial’s editorial recalls that Col. 
Roosevelt fought as a volunteer against the 
Spaniards, and declares that his actions 
were most unfriendly to Spain. The paper 
also reminds its readers of the strong anti- 
Spanish sentiment which prevailed in the 
United States at that time, and says that 
in a circus performance in New York City 
a trained monkey was exhibited trampling 
on the Spanish flag, to the huge delight of 
the audience. 

Then in a bitter diatribe against Col. Roose- 
velt El Imparcial declares that his visit to 
Spain is undesirable. It demands in the 
name of patriotism that the visit shall hp 
kept a strictly private affair. 

The editorial is most unfortunate, in the 
opinion of the authorities, There is much 
apprehension lest it should inflame the Span- 
ish people. Orders have been given to the 
police to take stern precautions against any 
unseemly behavior on the part of the public. 
If deemed necessary, crowds will be packed | 
with special officers.

STEFANSSON PARTY STAYED 


ON SHIP TILL IT WAS CRUSHED. 


Capt. Bartlett Seys While Karluk 
Drifted It Was Impossible to Make 
a Safe Landing. 


Fairbanks, Alaska, June 2.—- Additional de- 
tails of the fate of the Stefansson ship Kar- 
luk are contained in advices from St. Mi- 
chael, where Capt. Robert A. Bartlett was 
landed last Friday by the whaler Herman. 

The Karluk was crushed in the ice and 
sank sixty miles north of Herald island, in 
the Arctic ocean, northeast of Siberia, Jan. 
16, after having been held fast in the ice 
from the time it disappeared from near 
Point Barrow last September. Capt. Bart- 
lett reported that while the Karluk was 
drifting with the ice it was impossible for 
the mén aboard to make a safe landing and 
they stayed by the ship until it was crushed 
when they loaded their sledges with pro- 
visions and made their way over the ice to 
Wrangell island. 

They have sufficient provisions and fuel to 
last until a relief ship can reach them. Capt. 
Bartlett remained on Wrangell island until 
March 18, when with one Eskimo and a dog 
team he set out over the ice for the Siberian 
coast, where he was picked up by the Her- 
man. He expects to leave for Seattle on the 
first steamer sailing from Nome.

FEAR LOSSES TO THE ROADS 


Fight Demand That Purpose of Issucs 
Be Made Known. 


Washington, D. C., June 8.—Two railroad 
presidents and one railroad lawyer spent 
five hours today in pointing out to the sen- 
ate interstate commerce committee many 
objections they have found to features of 
the anti-trust bills now before congress 
which vitally affect common carriers. The 
railroad men agreed that there was need for 
legislation designed to prevent evils that 
have appeared in railroad affairs, but they 
criticised the methods proposed in the bill 
for their, correction. 

Robert S. Lovett, president of the Union 
Pacific; E. B. Ripley, president of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé, and A. H. Harris, 
general counsel for the New York Central, 
were the speakers. 

Members of the committee ‘evidently were 
in sympathy with some of the views ex- 
pressed. Senator Cummins said the railroad 
securities bill, which is now before the house, 
went far toward obliterating all lines be- 
tween private and public ownership of in- 
terstate railroads. 


Argument Advanced by Lovett. 

There is no more reason to legisiate on 
the theory that all railroads are dishonest 
than there is to say that because burglars 
operate after dark nobody shall be allowed 
out at night, was the way Mr. Lovett 
summed up his criticisms. 

Mr. Lovett objected to the provision pro- 
hibiting interlocking directorates, and said 
the section as now framed would forbid the 
same director serving on a parent and a sub- 
sidiary company. This, he said, was not ad- 
visable or necessary, though he did not ob- 
ject to a prohibition against interlocking 
where the roads to be served by the director 
were found to be competing within the mean- 
ing of the Sherman anti-trust act. 


Points to Commission’s Power. 

Mr. Ripley made general criticism of the 
securities bill. He spoke of amendments to 
it proposed by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and remarked that the commission, 
one of th: most powerful bodies in the world, 
now wanted more power. He opposed the 
idea that a road should be compelled to tell 
in advance what is wanted to do with money 
obtained from securities. 

“You don’t want things like that posted 
on the tuwn pump,” he said.

Deutsche Bank Director Says 
Their Income Is Entirely 
Inadequate. 


CITES EUROPEAN RATES. 


Wages Half as High and Charges 
Double in Prussia, He 
Points Out. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, June 3.— What the American 
business man needs now is permission for the 
railroads to raise their rates, said Arthur 
Von Gwynner, managing director of the 
Deutsche bank and one of the leading bank- 
ing authorities in Europe today, in a speech 
at the American luncheon club here. 

America roads pay fully twice the wages 
paid in Prussia, said Mr. Von Gwynner, 
“and yet they are allowed to charge only 
half the continental rates, whereas their 
hauling capacity is restricted by the same 
natural limitations as in Europe. 


Can’t Raise New Capital. 

“ The roads cannot raise new capital unless 
they are allowed to earn a fair return upon 
the investments. The Prussian roads charge 
fully twice the rates of the eastern American 
roads and the English roads three times. 

The present plight of the American rail- 
ways is becoming a menace to the general 
financial situation of the world. They have 
reached a state of distrées approaching 
calamity and a remedy must be brought 
about.“ 


Decries Trust Busting. 
Referring to the trusts, Mr. Gwinner said: 
“Three successive presidents have tried 
trust busting.’ Doubtless the trusts have 
their faults, but I do not think proper means 
are always taken to correct them. I believe 
that public sentiment can accomplish more 
than any act of congress.

CANCER TALK ILLUSTRATED 
BY INOCULATED PIGEONS. 


Dr. Ablemann, Who Speaks Amid Cries 
of Birds, Tells Medical Society He 
Has Found Fatal Germ. 


Four pigeons, inoculated with cancer germs, 
were exhibited in their cages last night when 
Dr. H. W. Ablemann, lecturer at the Rush 
Medical college, and attending physician of 
the Evangelical Deaconess hospital. was 
reading a paper on ‘Infectious Nature of 
Cancer; a Preliminary Report of Six Years’ 
Continuous Research Work” at a meeting 
of the Chicago Medical society. Dr. Able- 
mann infected the birds several weeks ago. 

Three hens in the last stages of cancer aleo 
were exhibited. Over and over they fought 
and turned, almost drowning the voice of the 
physician. 

“TI have conducted these experiments and 
have found a germ which I am sure isrespon- 
sible for cancer,” said Dr. Ablemann. “ These 
birds and animals,” pointing to a dozen jare 
containing exhibits, “ were inooulated at dif- 
ferent times. All died victims of cancer. It 
is hard to tell when the pigeons will suc- 
cumb, but the hens can’t live much longer.”

NO ARRESTS OF DOG OWNERS, 
JUDGE OLSON TELLS POLICE. 


Head of City Court Asserts There Is 
No Authority for Arrest of Persons, 
but Animals May Be Kiled. 


Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal courts 
yesterday refused to sanction the issuance of 
warrants for owners of stray, unmuzzied 
dogs. 

He made his position clear in @ letter to 
Chief of Police Gleason, who had written 
him asking if procedure by warrant against 
dog owners could be permi&tted. Judge Sab- 
ath of the Shakspeare avenue branch has 
been issuing warrants for offenses of this 
nature and the results have been found ex- 
ceHent. The defendant was notified a war- 
rant had been issued for him and if he did 
not appear in court the next day he was ar- 
rested. 

In his letter of reply Judge Olson held 
that when a warrant is issued it is the 
duty of the police officer to obey the com- 


the defendant and bring him into court im- 
mediately, and not use the same as a um- 


“JT am unable to see any authority for is- 
suing a warrant in such @ case,” the chief 
justice concluded. The city ordinance pro- 
vides for immediate killing or impounding 
of such a dog under certain circumstances, 
but not the arrest of the owner.” 

The campaign of the Shakspeare avenue 
polioe against dangerous dogs reached a 
high pitch when Judge Sabath announced 
fines of $50 would be imposed on the next 
dog owners brought before him for viola- 
tion of the ordinance. 

During the day he imposed $2 fines on 90 
of the 150 dog owners brought before him. 
Warrants for fifty other persons for similar 
offenses are awaiting his signature. 

Thirteen persons were bitten by dogs in 
the last twenty-four hours, according to re- 
ports made to Chief Gleason.

Kjellander Urges Forcing Observanée 
of Ordinance by Bus Company. 


Prompt action to compel the Frank Parme- 
lee company to comply with the city takicab 
rate ordinance was forerast yesterday at a 
meeting of a subcommittee of the council 
committee on judiciary. 

“ Perhaps the city has been bluffed out 
of any effort to regulate this company ih the 
past. said Ald. John Kjellander, chaifman 
of the subcommittee, “ and the city’s power 
never has been tested, but we ought to go 
ahead now to place this company on the 
same footing as other companies. 

Representatives of the corporation dénied 
the city’s right to legislate along thé line 
proposed, but Leon Hornstein, assistant cor- 
poration counsel, told the aldermen he was 
convinced the now ufimetered eabs could 
be brought under the ofdinance. 

“The streets of the eity are for the us 
of the people,” he seid, “and the people 
have a right to use them for their business 
without interference. Just as soon as a 
conveyance is used to convey goods or pas- 
sengers for hire it becomes subject to the 
polices powers of the city. We daim the 
right to regulate the rates of fare for all 
public motor vehicles whether they come 
from garages or from public stands.”

Resentment of Illinois Judges 
Finally Leads to Action 
by Court. 


New York, June 3.—[Special.]—Upon 
charges made by the grievance committee 
of the bar association, the appellate di- 
vision of the Supreme court has appointed 
Allan McCulloch referee in proceedings to 
punish Louis Werner, a lawyer of this city, 
who was attorney for Mrs. Grace Guggen- 
heim Wahl when she obtained a decree of 
divorce in Illinoig in 1911 from William Gug- 

. genheim. 

The proceedings against Mr. Werner not 
only involve allegations that he deceived 
his client by accepting $12,500 from her for 
his services after he had received money 
from Guggenheim for conducting the divorce 
ase, but the further charge that he was a 
party to a fraud ona court of foreign juris- 
diction, which would make him amenable to 
punishment in this state. 


Admits Payment of $25,000. 

The testimony of Mr. Werner before the 
' grievance committee, which resulted in the 

' finding of the committee that he had been 
guilty of unprofessional conduct, and caused 
the appellate division to appoint a referee to 
take testimony, contained an admission that 
Samuel Untermyer, acting as counsel for 
William Guggenheim, paid him $25,000 for 
his ‘services. This fact was not known to 
Mr, Werner's client when she made the 
payment of $12,500 on her behalf. 

It was learned today that the language of 
the Illinois judges in declaring the Guggen- 
heim divorce of 1911 a fraud on the courts 
of that state and recommending the punish- 
ment of all persons connected with the liti- 
gation would result in proceedings here by 

the grievance committee against others than 
the lawyer, Werner.

Funston Aid Says Capture of 
Capital by Rebels Will Prove 
Mighty Hard Task. 


Vera Cruz, June 3.—Capt. W. A. Burnaide, 
formerly military attaché at Mexico City 
and now intelligence officers of Brig. Gen. 
Funston's force, submitted a memorandum 
today on the strength and disposition of 
Huerta’s troops and summarizing the terri- 
torial division between the Federals and the 
Constitutionalists. He estimates the total 
number of Huerta forces, including police, 
students and civil service employés, at 60,000. 

The momorandum says that the estimates 
are liberal, although the newspapers con- 
trolled by the Huerta administration are 
claiming considerable more. 


Rebels Have 70, 000 Soldiers. 

As to the Constitutionalists, the note says: 

„ Practically the entire country is in sym- 
pathy with revolution, and the pacified con- 
dition in many places is due to intimidation 
or indifference. 

For the purpose of robbery and the ap- 
propriation of property probably 150,000 
armed men claim to be revolutionists. How- 
ever, the armed revolutionists having an or- 
ganization and being actually under fair 
control of their leaders are estimated at 
about 70,000.“

Embargo on Arms in Effect. 

Washington, D. C., June 3.—(Special. I— The 
exportation of arms to Mexico from the 
United States has again been forbidden. The 
order has been in effect several days. Secre- 
tary Bryan admitted its existence for the first 
time today. 

Mr. Bryan explained that the order is not 
in the nature of a formal embargo proclama- 
tion by the president, but is purely a state 
department order, enforcement of which will 
be in the hands of the departments of com- 
merce and treasury jointly.

The inferiority of alcoholic parents is a 
problem with which welfare workers cannot 
deal. It is a matter of eugenics. Perhaps 
a time will come when the state will pre- 
sume to lay down a law as to what claeses 
of men should be barred from parenthood. 
The inferiority of parents resulting from 
ignorance or indifference, however, ought 
to prove a fruitfal field for child welfare 
workers to look into. 


OVERRULING GENERAL SHERMAN. 
Doctrinaire pacifiste in America seem to 
be changing ground of late. Hitherto they 
accepted the dictum of great practical 
pacifists like Sherman and Grant, expressed 
by the former in the famous epigram, “ War 
is hell.” Pacifiste abroad still cling to this 
view of war and carty on their propaganda 
in the form of eloquent citations of the 
erimes and cruelties of armed conflict. War 
is attacked not merely ase a staggering 
economic waste, but as a horrific release of 
the lower passions of mankind, and a 
panetama is painted of smoking ruins, flee- 
ing maidens, slaughtered innocents, and 
strong men dead upon the field of battle 

This is a picture of which soldiers—who 
often are the truest pacifists, as in the case 
of Grant and Sherman—know the fell truth 
better than any doctrinaire, and to keep its 
terrors in mind is perhaps the best of checks 
upon the jingo spirit. 

Why then do we find our doctrinaire 
pacifists in this country tending more and 
more to belittle war? One recent pacifist 
proposal is to engage all school teachers in 
a campaign to make war ridiculous.” 

le this is tactics, we must admire it. If 
it ie mere instinct, it is even more interest- 
ing. “Making war ridiculous * is more 
compatible with the national temperament 
and tradition than facing war's unpleasant 
truths. It harmonizes with our insistent 
optimism, which always in all phases of life 
refuses to look at unpleasant facts or to 
accept painful conclusions. It excuses and 
even justifies our shameful unpreparedness 
for defense. Why spend millions to en- 
gage in or prevent a matter that is merely 
ridiculous? 

The strength of the doctrinaire pacifist 
movement in the United States, as Tum 
Trarpun® has pointed out before, lies in this 
traditional weakness of our American char- 
acter. We shirk unpleasant facts, to say 
nothing of unpleasant theories, and Dr. 
Pangloss is our prophet. 

Hail, therefore, the new pacifist formula: 
“War is not hell. War is a joke. So why 
bother about it?” 


VACATION PLANS.: 

A vacation well spent is by no means as 
common as it used to be. The commercial 
spirit of the age is far more active during 
vacation ‘months in many of the summer 

resorte than it is in the cities. The keepers 
of many a resort have learned the trick of 
giving as little value for money received as 
possible. This is especially true of those 
resorts catering to the patronage of the boys 
and girls of the laboring classes. 

Throughout the workingmen’s districts of 
Chicago printed cards and announcements 
arc) being distributed by agents of these 
summer resort keepers offering “the best 
accommodations at lowest prices.” Expe- 


| rience in the past has shown that “ the best 


accommodations” in reality meant two or 
three people sleeping in one room, and some- 
times in one bed, Attractive as these hostel- 
ries look from the outside, the overcrowding, 
dirt, and lack of sanitation on the insidefte- 
quently is worse than the conditions in the 
city tenements from which the Boys and 
girls have sought escape at least for a week 
or two. 

The money which the average young man 
and young woman who work for wages de- 
vote to their vacation has often been scraped 
together at the expense of a great many sac- 
tifices. The amount generally just about 
covers expenses. If they find that they have 
been deceived by the advertisement they 
cannot go out and look for a better place. 
To move would entail an expense of a few 
dollars or more. They stick to the place, but 
their vacation is pretty much spoiled. To 
avoid having one’s vacation spoiled in this 
manner it is important, therefore, that it be 
planned with care. The disposition of resort 
owners to give a square deal to the patron 
should be looked into no less than the sus- 
ceptibilities of the place to typhoid or other 


diseases.

PUNCH HOLES IN THE POTATOES! 


F you do not eat potatoes, you should. 
They prevent scurvy in the winter and 
furnish energy all the year around. 
They supply a something needed when 
meat is eaten. But cook them right. 

If to be boiled, leave the jackets on, punch 
holes in them, and throw them at once into 
boiling water. 

Experiments conducted by Langworthy 
of the department of agriculture showed 
that potatoes put in cold water at the start 
lost almost twice as much protein (15.8 per 
cent) as when plunged at once into boiling 
water (8.2 per cent). Potatoes boiled in 
their jackets lost only 1 per cent of their 
protein and a little over 8 per cent of their 
ash, without regard to the temperature of 
the water in which they were started to 
cook. When cooked in this way they should 
have a small section removed at each end 
or a ring pared around the middle so that 
the moisture may escape, preventing the 
cooked potato from becoming soggy on 
standing. 

—~_~- 

Some experiments conducted by Butler, 
Morrison, and Boll on the factors affecting 
the culinary quality of potatoes brought out 
the following points: 

** Potatoes high in water content are less 
mealy than those of a relatively low water 
content. Fried potatoes are regarded as of 
better quality than those cooked by any 
other method, while the quality of boiled or 
steamed potatoes is about the same. 

Mealiness in a potato is due to the 
separation of the cells in cooking rather 
than to disintegration due to the swelling 
of the starch grains.’ 

Langworthy tells how to judge a good 
mealy potato. “It should feel firm when 
pressed in the hand. If cut, it should sep- 
arate crisply under the knife and be of even 
density throughout. If the core is large 
and soft it will make a soggy mass, full of 
holes in the center when cooked.” 

After pouring the water off potatoes that 
have finished cooking, the kettle containing 
them should be set back on the fire for a 
minute and the contents shaken, thus dry- 
ing up the small amount of water left after 
pouring off. This makes the potatoes dry 
and mealy and, if they have to stand before 
being served, prevents sogginess. 

Old potatoes which have sprouted should 
have the flesh around the sprouts carefully 
cut away, as a poisonous substance, sola nin, 
is more commonly found in this portion of 
the potato. 

New potatoes are not so mealy as old 
potatoes, as they contain a larger propor- 
tion of protein to starch. 


— 


Sweet potatoes contain on an average 
about 9 per cent less water and 9 per cent 
more carbohydrates than white (Irish). 
Those of medlum size and regular shape are 
to be preferred, as they cook more evenly. 

According to experiments reported from 
Japan, 98 per cent of the carbohydrates of 
sweet potatoes are digested, about the same 
as in the case of white (Irish) potatoes. The 
values for protein were variable, but on 
the whole lower than for protein of white 
potatoes.

ors, such as peerages, baronetcies, and 
knighthoods in return for contributions to 
party funda. 

The majority was one of no less than 165; 
and, whereas both Liberals and Unionists 
voted in its favor, it was opposed, strangely 
enough, by the Radicals, who asked whether 
there were not good reasons for the continu- 
ance of the traffic in titles. They declared 
that if the ‘nobility is to be preserved it can 
only be saved from decay by the infusion of 
new blood. They added that the traffic in 
titles between Great Britain and America 
was exceedingly remunerative, and, since 
there was no dearth in the importation of 
American heiresses, it was surely necessary 
to maintain the capital which the chancellor 
of the exchequer was running through by 
securing increased capital from abroad, 
which could only be accomplished by multi- 
plying titles. 

One of the Radicals opposing the bill point- 
ed out that the increase of titles by means 
of purchase or otherwise was also calculated 
to maintain the strength of the drama and to 
contribute to the amusement of the masses. 
For the greatest incentive which actresses 
had to achieving success on the stage was the 

possibility of winning the coronet of a peer- 
ess through matrimony. If the coronets ran

There is no truth in the stories to the effect 
that Theodore Roosevelt's visit to Madrid 
next week to attend the wedding there of his 
son, Kermit, to Miss Willard, daughter of 


the American ambassador to Spain, is excit-

Alfonso or among his subjects, and the cable 
dispatches which have been printed on this 
side of the Atlantic asserting that his pres- 
ence is likely to cause unpleasantness are en- 
tirely misleading.

Col. Roosevelt, indeed, may count upon 
being welcomed at Madrid with all the dis- 
tinction duésto one who has held for seven 
years the affice of president of the United 
States, and who, it is quite possible, may 
dome day he re#lected to the chief magis- 
tracy of his native land. 


The eee 
king of England to the Jockey club is a very 
modern institution. It was inaugurated by 
Edward VII., and it is a mistake to claim, as 
asserted in some of the English newspapers, 
that it owes its origin to George [V., and has 
continued ever since his reign. 

It is perfectly true that George IV. did give 
a dinner to the members of the Jockey club 


| two years before bis death at St. James 


palace. But it had nothing to do with the 
Derby; it took place some weeks after the 
race, and it was merely given by him to 
celebrate his reconciliation with the club, 
with which he had been on strained terms 
ever since his trainer and his jockey had been 
deprived of their licenses and warned off the 


turf by the stewards of the Jockey club sey- | 


eral years previously. 

George IV. gave another dinner at St. 
James’ palace in the following year, but not 
on Derby day. His successor, William IV., 
entertained the Jockey club on two occa- 
sions, once in 1832 and the second time in 
1836, but not on Derby day. 

In 183T Queen Victoria came to the throne, 
and three years later thé Duke of Bedford, 
who was her confidential adviser in a number 
of matters, suggested that her husband, the 
prince consort, give an annual dinner to the 
Jockey club. But the recommendation did 
not meet with the approval of the prince, who 
had no liking whatever for the turf or for its 
votaries, 


~~ 

In 1863 the second sari of Wilton started 
giving a Derby day dinner at his town house 
in Grosvenor square, with the then recently 
married Prince of Wales as his chief guest. 
From that time forth Edward VII. „as heir 
apparent, dined each year with Lord Wilton 
on the evening after the Derby race, to meet 
the members of the Jockey club, and when 
the earl died in 1882 the prince commenced 
the practice of giving Derby day dinners to 
the Jockey club at Marlborough house. 

The only time when the dinner was omitted 
was the year of the death of the prince's eld- 
est son, the Duke of Clarence. After the 
prince’s accession to the throne as Edward 
VII. the dinners were given at Buckingham 
palace, and King George has continued them 
ever since his father’s death. 

It must be thoroughly understood that the 
kings Derby day dinner is restricted to

The Marquise di Arconati-Visconti, who 
recently presented her magnificent art col- 
lection to the Paris Louvre, preferring to 
make the donation during her lifetime in- 
stead of in the form of a bequest, is a French 
woman by birth, the daughter of Alphonse 
Peyrat, editor of the Avenir National, which 
was one of the most important republican 
journals of France during the reign of Na- 
poleon III, She was her father’s only child 
and was brought up in rather straitened 
circumstances, her girlhood having been 
spent in a small apartment that looked on 
to a gloomy courtyard in the Rue des Mar- 
tyrs. 

Some years after the overthrow of the 
empire she became the wife of an enormous- 
ly rich Belgo-Itallan coal magnate, the Mar- 
quis di Arconati-Visconti, who had inher- 
ited extremely valuable coal mines in Bel- 
gium from his father. The marquis died 
without issue, leaving the whole of his vast 
fortune to his widow, including his art col- 
lections, which comprise furniture, sculp- 
ture, and porcelain, the medieval, the renais- 
sance, and the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries being largely represented therein. 
The paintings are of the French and Italian 
schools and mostly renaissance. Experts in

Program of Negro Music 
Heard at Orchestra Hall. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

EGRO musicians may learn an important 

lesson from the concert given last. night 

in Orchestra hall, The program repre- 

sented negro composers exclusively, and 

all the participants were of that race. 
Certain numbers were brilliantly successful, 
They fulfilled the anticipation of the audience as 
to what negro music should be and they were 
endowed in presentation with all the attributes 
that carry conviction to the listener. Where- 
fore they were received with great enthusiasm. 
Other numbers were set forth by the same in- 
terpreters with evident constraint and evoked 
slight response. 

The successful numbers, without exception, 
exploited the characteristic accents of negro 
folk song. The unsuccessful numbers imitated 
the white man’s music. It was curious to ob- 
serve how voices of great natural beauty were 
ineffectively displayed in the music of Cole- 
ridge-Taylor only to discover every quality that 
appeals to the sympathies when used in the 
congenial and characteristic 180m that “makes 
the songs of J. Rosemond Johnson and Will 
Marion Cook so interesting and so genuinely 
attractive to every lover of spontaneous and 
expressive melody. 

— 

It is music such as this that the public ex- 
pects of the negro. And the public is right, 
for it is this music wifich the negro finds con- 
genial. He should, for it is his music. John- 
son’s songs, “Since You Went Away” and“ LAl’ 
Gal,” are drawn straight from the hearts of 
his people. Cook's “Negro Love Songs” and 
“Negro Sermon” develop otner phases of the 
same expressive idiom. All have beauty, orig! 
nality, and eloquence, as Ernest R. Amos was 
abundantly able to prove for the songs of John- 
son. W. 
service for the songs of Cook. 

Both young men have rarely beautiful voices, 
Hackney’s is a real lyric tenor, used easily, 
freely, and expressively in the stmple but char- 
acteristic melodies of Cook, but with constraint 
in the elegant music of Coleridge- -Taylor. Amos 
has one of the most attractive baritone voices 
heard this season. The quality is warm, soft, 
and full. It has astonishing flexibility for 80 
big a voice, But like his colleague of the even- 
ing, Amos was quite unable to define for the 
listener the pathos and the poetry of Coleridge- 
Taylor's Corn Song.”

It remained for the pianist of the evening, 
R. Nathaniel Dett, to show how the character- 
istic accents of negro music may be developed 
into genuine art forms without resorting to 
imitation of the white man’s music.

The Eating Contest Folly. 


NE of the most cruel and senseless of 
the popular pichic sports is the prize 
eating contest. As vigorous a cam- 
paign ought to be waged against it as 
against the unsane “Fourth.” Every 
summer children vie with one another in pie 
eating contests. Men build up new fish stories 
by eating several dozen small fish, or try 
to find the exact limit of the dilating power 
ef their stomachs in some other fashion. 
Boastful youths enter into competition to see 
who can eat the greatest amount of cake. 
This is a sport that undoubtedly originated 
in the barroom, where men have been known 
to drink themselves into permanent in- 
eficilency in one hour. The man of drinking 
pout habits often eats continually, and, when 
he is through it has not been the befuddling 
of his mind that has worked the most per- 
harm. 
Bright's disease, already in train, or well

ing the time of the “spree” than to in- 
toxicants. 
The man who can spend $1,000 on a drink- 
ing bout can call for game, fatty fish, lobster, 
shrimps, prawns, all of which are forbidden 
in cases of Bright’s disease, when the stom- 
ach is so sluggish that even the best of 
foods, like eggs, must be eaten with care.

Overeating develops the sluggish stomach. 
This leads to drinking, which stimulates the 
organ to action for a brief minute, or builds 
a fire in it that may be compared with the 
sort of fire one builds with paper in a stove, 
The boy who crowds his stomach to the 
limit just once is not only running the risk 
of a period of unconsciousness and agony 
because of obstruction, but to that sluggish- 
ness of muscular action of the alimentary 
canal which will lead him to try intoxicants 
| to stimulate it, or to “dope” to still his 
discomfort. 
When he must chew something or smoke all 
the time, he is trying to get some sensation 
that drowns a sensation that is not normal, 
developed by eating badly cooked foods, too 
much food, food not sufficiently chewed, 
drinking bouts with overeating, or by par- 
ticipation in a prize eating contest. 
If the victims of this latter practice could 
be interviewed, in nine cases out of ten, and 
perhaps ninety-nine out of a hundred, they 
would be found to have been affected dis- 
astrously and permanently, though they 
might not recognize the fact.

Eating is not a thing one can do all at 


once and have it done with for a week or 80. 
This method will always do the one who 
attempts it. Watch the news items about 
eating contests with this in view, and see 
what happens, because of obstruction, per- 
haps. 

A violent obstruction of food because one 
attempts to see how much can be crowded 
down, 80 paralyzing for the moment the 
whole inner muscular system, may lead to 
chronic obstruction. A stomach dilated be- 
yond reason may remain dilated, and . man 
would then do better to have it cut out at 
once. @cience may restore it, tone it up to 
service, but at what expense! 

The chewing habits of people are bad 
enough, \most cases of dyspepsia being due 
to the fact that food has been insufficiently 
masticated. But those who attempt to eat 
for a prize cannot chew what they eat more 
than is mechanically necessary, and not at all 
to the extent that is chemically necessary. 

After such an experience a child may chew 
less than he did before getting the idea that 
chewing is unnecessary. Unchewed food will 
putrefy in the stomach. 

— 

Although nearly all persons suffer some - 
what from putrefying food, any practice 
which insures a state so destructive to health 
as a mass of this sort in the system ought 
to be branded as criminal or at any rate sub- 
ject to the attention of some humane society. 
It is disorderly conduct. 

The heart suffers enormously, because it 
must pump just as much blood as it can to the 
overworked organs to enable them to over- 
work at this frightful rate. As to the final 
ills of overeating, though developing so slow- 
ly, because of the herote efforts of the body 
to rescue itself, are they not many and most 
painful—swelling joints, gout, etc.? — 

A will power is good. But do not let a 
boy or girl with a good will power enter a 
pie eating contest. At any rate, choose some 
less concentrated food than pastry if prize 
eating must go on.

’ Saffragiste of Chicago, whose energies have 
sot had wide enough range since the passage 
of the suffrage bill in Illinois, expect to take 
a large part in the smashing of the traditions. 

The federation always has been reluctant 
to take any stand on the suffrage question. 

The issue has been brought up before bien- 
nals for years by a few women, reckless 
enough to provoke the wrath of national 
federation officials. The hardest fight to 
git the question to a vote of the dele- 
gates that ever was made is promised this 
yeat. One of the traditions the Chicageans 
promise to break is the federation’s stand on 
suffrage. 
May Defeat Mrs. Pennybacker. 

The ballot fight may lead to the ruin of an- 
other “‘ beloved tradition.“ That is that the 
president of the general federation be given 
@ second term. Mrs. Percy V. Pennybacker 
of Austin, Tex., ie the present president. She 
has some of the characteristics that fre- 
quéntly are attributed to southern women. 
One of these is a lack of enthusiasm for the 
war cry, Votes for women.“ 

Mrs. Pennybacker has refused to make her 
position on the suffrage question definite. 
dne has not said she does not believe in 
Woman suffrage. Neither has she said she 
does. She has said, according to the Chi- 

cago suffragists, that it would be bad policy 
on her part to state just what she does think 
about the question of women’s votes, inas- 
much as the vast majority of the women of 
ber section of the country are believed to be 
“antis.” . 


Chicagoans Have Candidate. 

The second tradition to be broken may be 
the one which calls for a second term for 
the president. Chicagoans have picked a 
successor for Mre. Pennypacker. They want 
Mrs. George Bass, chairman of the local 
biennial beard of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs. Mrs. Bass has been presi- 
dent of the Chicago Woman's club for the 
last two years and is chairman of the corb- 
mittee on public affairs, which is watching 
closely the work of the city council, the 
county board, and the board of education. 

it is reported, however, the movement to 
elect Mrs. Bass comes from the women who 
are not closest to her. Some of her friende 
last night said it was news to them znat 
Mrs. Bass’ name had been suggested. Mrs. 
Bass has made no announcement regarding 
her willingness or unwillingness to tuke the

more than the fifty signatures necessary to 
the calling of a caucus. 


Fear Conference Holdup. 

The labor men will fight to take the bill 
away from the house committee on mer- 
chant marine and fisheries and put the Dem- 
ocratic majority on record in favor of it as it 
passed the senate. Unless this is done they 
fear it may be held up in conference. 

The bill passed the senate on Oct. 18 last 
and has been in the hands of a subcommittee 
of the house committee since then. This 
subcommittee is about te recommend amend- 
ments materially redueing the number of 
seamen demanded for vessels on the great 
lakes. 

Congressman Buchanan particularly ob- 
jecta to these amendments, as do the other 
men. They have collected figures to show 
that thé vessels on the great lakes are under- 


/ manned and have insufficient life saving 


équipment for the number of passengers they 
carry. 


Criticises Laxity on Lake. 

The conditions in the excursion steamer 
business between Chicago and neighboring 
ports are particularly bed, according to 
Andrew Furuseth, president4of the Interna- 
tional Seamen’s union. Mr. Furuseth is 
largely responsible for the fight the labor 
men will make for the La Follette bill in its 
present form. He says: 

„Among the vessels running out of Chi- 
cago, the steamer Christopher Columbus is 
permitted by the government inspectors to 
carry 3,800 persons; the Theodore Roosevelt, 
2,000; the City of Benton Harbor, 2,802; the 
City of Chicago, 2,100; and the City of South 
Haven, 2.500.“ 

Mr. Furuseth says these vessels and many 
others on the great lakes are undermanned 
to a greater extent than is true of vessels in 
any other part of the world, carrying larger 
crowds of passengefs, and with life saving 
appliances capable of caring for only from 
10 to 80 per cent of the people, and only one- 
quarter of that 10 to 30 per cent of appliances 
being in actual life boats. 


COLORADO EPISCOPAL DIOCESE 
BANKRUPT: $32,000 MISSING. 


Property Dwindles from $500,000 to 
$129,000 in a Few Years—Said to 
Have Deen Lost in Deal.

Work on Buildings to Start, 
as Peace Contract Is 
nion. 


RAILROAD STRIKE LOOMS. 


Vote Being Taken on Ninety- 
eight Lines, and Walkout of 
the Enginemen Is 
Feared. 


~ 


The delivery of brick and the resumption 
ot work on the buildings which have been 
tied up during the brickmakers strike will 
start today. No work began yesterday be- 
cause the actual ratification of the contract 
between the brickmakers and the manu- 
facturers was not completed until last night. 

Some brick was loaded on wagons at a brick 
yard in Blue Island, but union pickets 
stopped further work until this morning. 
The vote taken by the brick council was 
uhanimous in favor of returning to work. 
The resumption of work by the 2,800 brick - 
makers will allow building operations 
amounting to more than $35,000,000 to con- 
tinué. 

President Wiliam Schlake, who attended 
a meeting of the brick manufacturers at 
the Builders’ club, declared the brick in- 
dustry and building enterprises will be- 
come normal again within two weeks. 


Factories to Start Soon. 

All that is needed now to deliver the 17,- 
000,000 brick which has been stored up in the 
yard for nearly three months is empty 
freight cars, he said. ‘ We will deliver the 
brick to the contractors within a week, and 
the factories will start work in a few days. 
Everything is in readiness for the 150,000 idle 
men to go back to work. 

“This strike has been one of the most 
costly labor difficulties in the history of Chi- 
cago. We sincerely hope it will be a lesson 
to all the workmen in the city.. We can all 
understand what suffering is caused by a few 
men who go on a strike. Had we granted 
their demands in full it would have been a 
serious mistake and would bring about great 
harm to Chicago’s future prosperity. 


Labor War Averted. 

Many union contracts expire next spring. 
Had we given in to the employment clause 
demanded by the brickmakers, other unions 
would have made the same demands next 
year.. It would have been refused, and a 
labor war unequalled in history would have 
followed.“ ‘ 

The union men say they are not wholly 
satisfied with the agreement, but great pres- 
sure was brought to bear on the executive 
committee, and it was decided to accept the 
terms offered by the manufacturers and end 
the strike. 

The situation between the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers and the firemen is at 
a standstill. The strike vote which has been 
ordered by the executive committees of en- 
gineers’ and firemen is being taken on nine- 
ty-eight railroads. The result of the strike 
vote will not be known for several weeks. 


Rai] Strike Is Seen. 

W. 8. Carter of the Brotherhood of Fire- 
men and Enginemen said last night that 
plans for a general strike are being made. 

„We do not want a strike, he said, but 
if the board ef managers refuses to consider 
us, then we will have nothing else todo. It 
is up to them to give us a fair agreement. 
We are doing our best. We have put the 
matter up to the men, and if they see fit 
to strike, then the executive committee will 
call a strike. We had hoped to settle the 
question with arbitration, but it seems this 
has failed.”

GIVES IDEAS TO SUPREME JUSTICE 


Judge Clarence N. Goodwin of the Buperter 
court yesterday sent to the justices of the 
Illinoie Supreme court his third annual letter 
Pointing out shortcomings of the law as they 
have been impressed upon him during his 
experience on the bench, 

He presented three recommendations: 

That the number of cases in which ap- 
peals are allowed be Hmited. 

That the successful party be given sub- 
stantial costs instead of merely nominal 
costs. 

That the filing of written opinions dy 
the Appellate court be left to the jurisdic- 
tion of the judges of that bench. 


Trial Courts Congested. 
In his previous communications — 
Goodwin presented the first ot these su 
to the Supreme tribunal as 3 
relieving congestion in the Appellate court, 
but in this letter he reported the relief pro- 


to the Appellate branch had been obtained 
at the cost of further congestion in the 
trial courts. 

In discussing this question of congestion 


effort to determine the cause of the differ- 
ence in speed between the American and 
the British courts. His conclusion is that the 
advantage of the British was not gained by 
a greater application to duty by the judged 
as he found the American judges averaged 
fifty more court days a year than the Brit- 
ish. This brought him to his second argu- 
ment—the allowance of reasonable instead 
of only nominal costs to the successful party 
in a common law case. 

“The whole theory of the law,“ he wrote, 
“is that complete justice be done and the 
aggrieved party made whole. Ifa plaintiff 
ia obliged to pay the actual expense of the 


litigation out of the amount justly due him 
he hag received only partial justice. If, on 
the other hand, a defendant is put to the 
cost of defending an unjust action and is 
obliged to pay all the costs and expenses 
incident to his defense out of his own pocket 
he certainly does not receive justice. 

“A system of allowing a successful party 
to recover substantial but reasonable costs 
is a most persuasive means of preventiag 
litigation. 


Cites British Results. 

“ As an illustration of this,“ he said, “ may 
I call attention to the fact that in 1911 there 
were 61,822 suits begun in the King’s bench 
division. Of this number there were only 
7,000 in which appearances were entered, 
and of these 7,000 only about 3,000 were set 
down for trial, and out of the 3,000 only about 
2,000 were tried. 

* Consequently, while over 60,000 common 
law cases were begun and ended in the high 
courts of justice within a year, only 8 per 
cent were actually tried. The instantaneous 
settlement of per cent of all common law 
cases and the speedy settiement out of court 
of all but 8 per cent is due almost entirely 
to the knowledge that the losing party must 
pay substantial costs,” 

Judge Goodwin argued that existing con- 
gestion produces further congestion. Asan 
example he cited a statement that death 
claims arising in a néighboring state 
against a railway are speedily settled out of 
court because of the lack of delay in the 
courts of that state, while similar claime 
arising against the same company in this 
state are not settled until reached for trial. 

“Appeals are not a matter of natural 
right.” he said, discussing the condition of 
the Appellate court. and if in cases invelv- 
ing less than $1.000 they are left to the dis-

After a groggy start, in which each team

time spasm. 

Edward Knuckles Cicotte was the victim, 
and was partly responsible for his own diffi- 
culties by a wild peg in the opening inning, 
but he pitched a swell game from that time 
until it became so apparent it was a lost 
cause that nobody, including himself ap- 
parently, cared how soon Cleveland copped. 

James, who started on the slab against 
Cicotte, was the victim of a sensational 
White Sox rally in the second inning, con- 
sisting of two bases on balls and a batsman 
hit by pitcher. This heavy cannonading by 
the Callahans drove James to the woods, 
and Steen was trotted out to stop it. He did. 
although the Sox almost got another base 
on balls off him in the second. 


Score Two Passive Runs. 

This silent attack produced the two runs 
by which the Sox were able to escape de- 
feat until the tenth inning. With the help 
of an infield out and a muff by O'Neill Chi- 
cago counted two runs, which evened up 
those which the Naps manufactured in the 
first round out of a safe bunt, a wild chuck 
by Gicotte, two regular singles, and a double 
steal, which would not have been enacted if 
Weaver had returned Schalk's throw with 
more precision. 

From that wabbly first inning until the 
end of the regulation period Cicotte deliv- 
ered an airtight game, with little noteworthy 
assistance from his backers. Only two hits 
were made off him in the eight innings which 
were sandwiched between the first and tenth.

Illinois Authorities Urge 
Move to Hold Athletes to 
Single Branch. 


PROTEST FROM MAROONS. 


Chicago Would Be Hit Hard if 
Resolution Passed, Because 
of Small Number. 


BY MAROON, 

University of Illinois athletic authorities 
crowded the Illinois track and field perform- 
ers out of the limelight yesterday as objects 
of chief attention in conrection with Con- 
ference day to be celebrated on Saturday in 
Chicago. The Urbana professors robbed the 
muscular youths of their glory asa result of 
their announced intention to push a bit of 
revolutionary “ purity theory at the spring 
meeting of the big nine ’’ delegates Satur- 
day morning at the Chicago Beach hotel, pre- 
ceding the conference games at Stagg field. 

The news that Prof. G. A. Goo@enough of 
Illinois would urge the legislative delegates 
to limit all college athletes to one branch of 
competition caused a flutter among the big 
nine "’ followers hardly equaled since the 
adoption of the so-called ‘‘ purity rules 
eight yearsago. Alumni and students of in- 
stitutions that would be hard hit by the legis- 
lation condemned the Illinois move as objec> 
tionable in many ways, and the officials in- 


be adopted without a ficht. 
Resolution by Goodenough. 


Prof. Goodenough will present a resolution 
providing „that in any one college year no 
student be permitted to engage in intercolle- 
giate contests in more than one of the fol- 
lowing sports: Football. baseball, basket- 
bail. track. and swimming; and that this rule 


be put into effect in September. 1915. 

Leaders opposed to the measure pointed out 
that Illinois would be one of the few institu: 
tions comparatively untouched by the rule, 
and that other colleges would be 80 badly 
crippled by it as to necessitate athletic 
„ bankruptcy “ proceedings. 

The opponents of the measure showed sta- 
tistics to prove that the use of athletic stars 
in more than one event is essential where the body 
of eligible students le small. According to ficures 
secured from the official publications of the vart+ 
ous institutions the University of Chicago hag 
at present approximately M4 men eligible for con: 
ference competition. wh'tle the approximate figures 
for Iowa are 513. Indiana has about 580: North- 
Weertern, S25: Purdue. 918: Minnesota. 1.261; Ohio 
State, 1.288; Illinois, 1.421. and Wisconein, 1,926, 


Maroons Would Be Hit Hard. 


The figures indicate that the Maroons have ap- 
proximately one-half as many eligibles as Purdue, 
one-third as many ag Ill nois. and one-fourth as 
many as Wisconsin. The adoption of the Illinois 
rule. the Maroons assert,. would therefore react 
effectively against Chicago and would scarcely 
touch Illinoila. While Illinois has only six athletes 
of any prominence who compete in two branches of 
sport, Chicago has two who work in four depart- 
ments, two others who work in three and nine 
others who star in two branches. 

Practice for Saturday’s meet proceeded in 
whirlwind style yesterday at Stagg field. The 
Maroons shared tire field with the visiting teams 
and many of the Big Nine records were threat- 
ened or shaved in the course of the workout.

Considering the handicaps, the result of today’s 
struggle would appear to indicate the boats 
fairly evenly matched, for the conditions were 
equally favorable to both single stickers. Ihe 
wind held steady throughout the day and there were 
no lucky puffs or shifts to benefit either winner 
or loser

HOG VALUES GET BOOST. 


Brisk Late Buying Results in an 
Advance; Sheep and Lambs 
Also Firmer. 


Beef steer trade at Chicago yesterday 
opened on a steady basis, but closed in a 
semi-demoralized condition, with prices off 
10@15c. Receipts of 14,500 head did not ap- 
pear burdensome at the outset, but the de- 
mand was disappointing and the bulk of the 
supply remained to be sold after noon. Top 
sales were made at $9.25. Cows and heifers 
did not show much change in price, although 
closing on a weak basis, while calves were 
favored with better support and made an ad- 
vance of 25c, topping at $10.00 for prime 
vealers.

WEEK’S METAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Large Purchases Significant Turn of 
the Metal Market—Ingot Orders 
Show Falling Off. 


New York, June 3.—[{Special.J]—The Iron 
Age will say tomorrow: 

Large buying of pig iron by a leading cast 
iron pipe interest has been the significant de- 
velopment of the week. It is estimated that 
100,000 tons were involved, three southern 
interests getting the bulk of it, though sev- 
eral round lots went to northern furnaces. It 
is understood that much of this business 
went at a $10.25 Birmingham basis for No. 2 
foundry. 
The recent drift in both iron and steel is 
well indicated by our statistics of pig iron 
production in May at 2,002,686 tons, or 67,506 
tone a day. The month’s output was over 
8,000 tons a day less than that of April, which 
was 2.209, 966 tons. Steel works furnaces lead 
in the curtailment. The net loss in active 
stocks is 14 for May, or a total of 32 in the 
last tw& months. 

What encouragement it finds the steel 
trade is largely drawing from expected de- 
velopments, but In a few lines there are signs 
of better buying. In May most steel works 
were on a 86 per cent basis in ingot output. 
and buying was at low point for the year thus 
far. 


** June, in the view of some leaders in the trade, 
will bring the beginning of another January move- 
ment. The Steel corporation's orders at the end 
of May showed another heavy falling off which has 
been estimated at 300,000 to 400,000 tons, or prac- 
tically equal to that of April.

Brick Strike and Dullness in 
Business Lower Number of 
Workmen’s Rides. 


Traffic of the local transportation lines is 
beginning to reflect the lessened activity in 
business in the manufacturing districts of 
Chicago. Checking over the returns the man- 
agements of the lines, surface and elevated, 
And a lack of increase in growth, which is 
attributed almost directly to the lessened 
number of rides on the part of employés in 
the manufacturing centers.

Substantial Gains Recorded Be- 
fore Day Is Over; London 
Changes Front.

New York, June 3.—Slow progress upward 
was made today in the stock market. Trad- 
ing was in smaller volume and the signs of 
reviving life yesterday failed again to show 
themselves. 

The significant feature was cessation of 
professional pressure and outside liquida- 
tion. The market, while irregular, had a 
good undertone, and after moving back and 
forth within a narrow range developed signs 
of real strength toward the close. 

Fluctuations in the main were measured 
in fractions, but in a considerable number of 
cases substantial gains were recorded at the 
close, 


New Haven and Lehigh Steady. 

New Haven and Lehign Valley, whose 
weakness yesterday disturbed the whole list, 
made a better showing today. New Haven 
ended the day with an advantage of nearly 
2 points. 

Lehigh Valley was again under pressure for 
a time, falling back 2 points to 134%, the low- 
est in several weeks. Bear traders circulated 
reports of a possible change in the dividend 
rate, but they made little impression, and 
before the close the stock had about made up 
its lost ground. Atchison exhibited particu- 
lar strength, and a few of the specialties, 
such as American Telephone, Consolidated 
Gas, and Wells-Fargo, scored good gains.
